The May 10, 1775 Session $20 Marbled Border note is one of the most 
stirring and iconic American paper money notes. The Continental 
Congress series notes began with this uniquely styled type. Its overall 
rarity and direct relationship to Benjamin Franklin’s printing innova- 
tions make it highly sought after. Franklin furnished the well-crafted 
marbled polychrome paper that was designed to deter counterfeiting. On 
the face, within a pattern border, are the emblem at left and obligation at 
right. Across the top are the words, CONTINENTAL CURRENCY. The 
circular medallic emblem shows wind personified as a large face ruf- 
fling the water with his strength. The motto VI CONCITATE (Driven by 
force) is above, within the outer circle. The back, printed coin turn, has a 
wider pattern border and different emblem than the face. “Continental 
Currency’ is at top right, the denomination right center, and the imprint 
of Hall and Sellers at the bottom right. The back emblem at the left fea- 
tures ships on calm sea, with radiant sun shining above, encircled with 
the motto CESSANTE VENTO CONQUIESCEMUS (When the storm 
dies down we will rest). The notes were printed on sturdy, moderately 
thick paper with the marbled color border edge at left face. This is an 
above average example and is not split down the middle as often seen. It 
was given an Apparent grade due to a restoration. (3,000-up)

In over 50 years in the business, this cataloger had never handled a pink 
counterfeit detector until two years ago. This piece is now our third all 
from totally divergent sources and likely the majority of the pieces in 
existence. When we sold the first of the three, we used this description: 
“Counterfeit Detectors were printed from the same plates as the genuine 
notes. They were prepared to distribute to merchants and financial insti- 
tutions so that they could compare notes that they received in the normal 
course of business to the detector notes to determine genuineness. As a 
deterrent to prevent detectors from being signed, numbered, and spent, 
they were printed on colored paper, almost always blue. A very few detec- 
tors were printed on pinkish paper, which was actually close in color to 
the normal paper but with thousands of small pink fibers manufactured 
in, to give it a pinkish cast. This is the first example that HCAA or our 
predecessor company CAA has ever handled. It is in fact only the second 
example that this cataloger has ever seen.

Based on 
the face to back alignment, it appears all three have come from a single 
sheet and very likely only one sheet was produced. There is a second 
theory, equally creditable, that these notes were not part of an all thirty 
dollar sheet but were part of a sheet where the $8 note was removed and 
replaced by the $30. Future research will likely confirm which is accurate, 
but in either event, these are of the highest rarity and the key note to a 
Continental Detector Set. The other two examples were slightly higher 
grade, but this one is from the upper right corner of the sheet and has by 
far the best centering as well as two jumbo margins. (3,250-up)

Regiment continued to be ravaged in battles ranging from Missionary 
Ridge to Atlanta to Franklin (TN) to Bentonville and by the time it sur- 
rendered at the end of the war only 100 of the original 1,000 men of the 
34th were still in active service. Notes like this example, which served as 
the plate illustration in Keller's sutler catalog, were not associated with 
any one state but were used in the field wherever the served unit hap- 
pened to be. This example is every bit as nice as the only other example of 
this design that we have offered which crossed the auction block at $1,610 
over six and a half years ago. PMG grades it Very Fine 20 in a comment- 
free holder.

PMG grades the note Very Good 8 Net due to 
tears (the most noticeable one is from the top margin down to the “T” in 
“TWENTY”). Knowledgeable Arkansas collectors will not be deterred by 
these minor distractions.

He came west to California in about 
1849, then went north to St. Helens, Oregon in 1853, where he built a 
flour and sawmill. When that was destroyed by fire, he moved to Salem, 
where he built a large packing plant and a second sawmill. A disastrous 
flood during the winter of 1861-1862 again put him out of business, and 
he headed for the Idaho gold fields. On his way to Idaho in 1862, he met 
Christopher Moore and the two began hauling goods to the mines in 
Auburn, Oregon. In the spring of 1863 they brought supplies to Boise, 
selling some from their wagons and hauling the rest to the Snake River 
for sale to Owyhee miners. The partners opened several stores, including 
B.M. DuRell & Co. in Boise and Idaho City. The stores offered banking 
services as well as merchandise, and this financial activity led DuRell 
and Moore to join with three other investors (including Territorial 
Governor David Ballard) to organize the First National Bank of Idaho in 
1866. The bank was granted a charter on March 11, 1867 and opened for 
business in the rear of DuRell’s Boise store on June 6, 1867. A branch was 
soon opened in the Idaho City store as well. DuRell sold his interest in 
the bank in 1872, and moved to Utah, where he organized the Salt Lake 
City NB of Utah. We have only handled two other $100 notes issued by 
DuRell & Co., and know of only a few others, all closely held. This piece 
is considerably nicer than the repaired PCGS Apparent Fine 12 that real- 
ized $2115 nearly two years ago, with this example grading a solid PCGS 
Fine 15.

The $2 and $10 face plates are made of 1/2” thick steel and are slightly larger than the image area of the bank notes (Haxby G8 and G20) that were 
engraved by Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson / New England Bank Note Co. The $20 face plate was made out of copper because that denomination was 
not as frequently used. While copper plates had to be retouched more frequently than steel plates because they were softer, they were also less expen- 
sive.

All three of the plates are in excellent condition and have not been defaced. The final item in the grouping is a vintage wooden box which the bank 
used to store the steel plates.

We recently sold the Newman Collection example of this note, which 
was an Apparent Very Fine 30, for $4700. We reprint the description 
here: The Kirtland Safety Society Anti-Bank-ing Co. notes were the first 
issued Kirtland notes, yet the Mormon currency books list these notes 
second. This is the convention used in the recent Nyholm book as well 
as in specialized auction catalogs with Mormon notes, such as Clifford, 
Ford and Schingoethe. The failure to secure the bank charter with notes 
in hand and ready to issue, forced some creativity upon the Kirtland- 
based Mormon community. Their idea was to insert small type to cre- 
ate this “title” making it a “company” and not a bank. All the notes are 
dated January 4, 1837 and eventually, several of these were carried across 
the plains to Salt Lake City to be reissued. The host $2 note, prior to the 
stamping, was engraved and printed from the lower denomination plate 
by Underwood, Bald, Spencer & Hufty, N. York & Philad. At the top cen- 
ter is a standing farmer with seated wife, overlooking a harvesting field 
with busy workers. The title is straight across the note and fairly tightly 
spaced. At the left is a man shearing sheep in an oval, and at the right, a 
ship in an oval. Each corner has “2” numerals. The Anti-Bank-ing notes 
have several signature variants. This example is signed by Frederick G. 
Williams and Newell K. Whitney. Note that “Cash” and “Pres” are block 
printed out in order to stay outside the banking regulations. This is a rare 
type because it was difficult to apply the stamps around the engraved 
BANK at the far right. All $2 Kirtland notes tend to be harder to find, but 
especially so with the Anti-Bank-ing Co. stamping. Nyholm considered 
12-15 are known when he published his book Mormon Currency 1837-

The superb description written by Bruce Hagen for the $1 example 
from this series we sold in the October 2015 Eric P. Newman Collection 
Auction is reprinted here in full as an introduction to this series: A beau- 
tiful $1 note from this interesting May 2, 1862 Act series that evolved 
from the Cherokee treaty with Brigadier Confederate General Albert 
Pike, against the advice of Paramount Chief John Ross. A major portion 
of this treaty was the settlement of the 1846 claims due from Washington 
in the form of specie ($77,644.36, per Douglas B. Ball’s research) and a 
trove of $172,300 in Confederate treasury notes. Those higher denomi- 
nation notes, mostly $20, $50, and $100 notes, would help local change 
needs. The series appears to be locally printed in denominations from 50 
cents to $5. The notes were signed by two Ross family members: Lewis 
Ross, brother of Chief John Ross and uncle of Clerk Joshua Ross, who 
was a wealthy slaveholder. The notes did not circulate long and most were 
seized and destroyed in July 1862. Chief John Ross was sent to Baltimore 
by Union officials. He was replaced by his constant nemesis within the 
Nation, Stand Waite, as Chief, who was also made a Brigadier General in 
the Confederate Army. This is a uniface note printed on very thin, trans- 
lucent rag paper. Without imprint, but now attributed to John Candy in 
the Shull-Criswell reference. Intricate, ornamental pattern at top and 
bottom frame lines. End panels at left and right, composed of linked oval 
ornaments, enclose the denomination ONE DOLLAR in English at the 
left and translated into the Sequoyah (named for the Cherokee innovator) 
alphabet at the right. The interesting use of both language styles helped 
prevent raising the notes’ denominations. The bolded numeric denomi- 
nation is at upper left. The obligation is across, bolded ONE DOLLAR, 
and its translation in dialect. The additional obligation at the top, ‘Issued 
by authority of Law in lieu of Notes of the Confederate States, is contin- 
ued along the bottom margin, ‘which are retained in the Treasury for 
the redemption hereof.’ Signed by Joshua Ross as clerk and Lewis Ross as 
treasurer. The Shull-Criswell Rarity 10 (5-15 known) is accurate. This is a 
superior note and the finest we have seen. The foxed Ford XX note real- 
ized $8,625 in October 2007. The Burgett-Schingoethe note sold in July 
2006 by Smythe had a rounded top left edge and realized a strong $10,350

The first note we've ever seen or heard about from this Wewoka issuer, 
located in the heart of the Seminole Nation. The website of the Oklahoma 
Historical Society notes “Elijah J. Brown, a white trader, established 
a trading post at Wewoka in 1866. Over two decades the post passed 
through several owners. In 1880 Seminole Chief John F. Brown and his 
brother Andrew Jackson Brown bought it from Courtland L. Long. In 
1891 Long repurchased an interest in the firm from the Brown broth- 
ers and named it the Wewoka Trading Company. Located at the corner 
of Main Street and Wewoka Avenue, the general store offered clothing, 
stoves, furniture, wagons, and farm implements. Customers included 
whites and African Americans as well as American Indians. The compa- 
ny issued its own scrip, which could be exchanged at other local business- 
es. The vault at the Wewoka Trading Company safeguarded the Seminole 
Nation records and the federal annuity payments to the Seminole.” 

The Burgett reference lists two notes from the “Wewoka Store,” one 
signed by John Brown, but nothing from its later incarnation as the 
Wewoka Trading Co. This piece is signed by C.L. Long, who is mentioned 
above as the later owner of the trading company. PCGS mentions some 
repairs in the bottom right corner, but they are trivial on a note of this 
importance.

Acquired by Wells Fargo & Co. in 1866, this was apparently a private 
bank owned, in part, by Ben Holladay who also owned the Overland 
Stage Line. Technically a certificate of deposit, it would not be surprising 
if it also circulated as currency as it is payable to the bearer. PCGS grades 
this rare non-Mormon item Apparent Very Fine 35 due to small edge 
nicks and splits which in no way detract from this special item’s desirabil- 
ity.

In April, 2015 we were very excited to see this example and the four com- 
panion denominations that followed in the Newman Part VI auction; 
our additional research only confirmed that enthusiasm then. The exact 
nature of these lithographic proofs from the title may never be known. 
They are, at minimum, color protector essays produced by H. Siebert & 
Bros. 182 William St. New York, printed on both sides of a common card, 
giving the proof the appearance of a finished note. None others have been 
seen by us and we consider this proof and green tinted type unique. The 
adopted common face type for the series, as used on the bond paper notes 
with red protectors, with a train rounding a curve and a telegraph line in 
the foreground, framed into a circle. Flanking to left is a tall, light green 
protector numeral, and green protector shading is across the signatures 
block. At the left is an Indian standing, arm pointed upward, and at the 
right is standing Athena as America. Obligation designation engraved 
“__days after date will pay to the order of W.B. Welles Treas’r. or Bearer.” 
The back is green with female portraits in all four corners and the obli- 
gation in center “Redeemable/ at the/ SALT LAKE CITY/ NATIONAL 
BANK/UTAH?” with flanking numeral dies.

The proofs without tint were not in the Krause collection 
sales. This piece is a absolute beauty which could not be improved upon.

At the 
right, a farmer reclines while holding a scythe. Hole Punch Cancelled through the India paper only. This beauty first was sold as part of the Newman 
Collection in April, 2015.

Part of the iconic Montgomery issue, this note was printed at National Bank Note Company (under a subcontract from the American Bank Note 
Company) in the waning days of peace before the Civil War. In order to expedite production, only stock vignettes were used, which accounts for the por- 
traits of Calhoun and Jackson. Only 607 four subject sheets, made up of $1000, $500, $100, and $50 denominations were printed with another 1000 half 
sheets of $100 and $50 following soon thereafter. The finished notes’ journey southward was fortunate, avoiding capture by Northern authorities. These 
notes were considered smaller denomination investments rather than circulating currency. They bore 3.65% interest and were mostly issued from branch 
offices. The present day census of serial numbers maintained by dealers and researchers indicates that there were, as of 2014, 137 notes known. This note 
is new to the census, increasing that number by one. Even with additional discoveries, the number is still certainly less than perhaps 150 examples. PMG 
grades this note Very Fine 25 Net due to skillful repairs. (20,000-25,000)

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An attractive mid-grade example with a serial number of 1018 that is not listed in the Fricke Census. The signatures remain strong and the color is ideal 
for the grade.

PCGS grades this note Apparent Very Fine 25 due to pin- 
holes. Endorsed on the back as being issued to the field on September

Southern Bank Note Company (aka the New Orleans branch of ABNCo) 
printed this design and a companion $100 (T5) note in the months fol- 
lowing the start of the war.

The struggle to design 
and produce these notes was long and hard because the New Orleans 
branch was simply not staffed or equipped to design or produce large 
quantities of notes.

PCGS grades this note 
Apparent New 61 due to the hole cancels and a tear at bottom right of 
center which your cataloger has been unable to locate. If it is there, it is 
obviously so small that it has no impact.

The 
Department of Treasury decided that this was Manouvrier’s first and last 
contract. The total number of notes issued was 15,556 and, as a result, this 
design is one of the keys to the series. PMG grades this example Very Fine

The last record of Howell was when 
he received pay for the two months ending on December 31, 1864. He 
does not appear on the Appomattox parole lists. A great historical note 
that is a nice example for the grade of PMG Very Fine 30.

A fantastic rarity which is one of the greatest National Bank Note treasures that might ever be available to the collecting public. The National Gold Bank 
of D.O. Mills & Co. was organized pursuant to an Act of Congress dated July 12, 1870, which authorized the creation of National Gold Banks. These spe- 
cial banks were offered the power to issue currency backed by gold, a much desired currency in the West, which favored hard money and disdained other 
forms of U.S. currency. Chartered in 1872, the National Gold Bank of D.O. Mills & Co. was organized by some of the wealthiest financiers in California 
and became an immediate success. When the U.S. Treasury resumed specie payments on January 1, 1879, making all federal paper money redeemable in 
gold or silver, the logic that supported the creation of the National Gold Banks was removed, as the notes of all national banks were now redeemable in 
gold or silver coin. Congress reacted by passing an Act of February 14, 1880, allowing all existing National Gold Banks to convert into regular national 
banks, an act that this bank took advantage of on September 15, 1883, when the bank adopted the title of The National Bank of D.O. Mills & Co. 


The National Gold Bank of D.O. Mills & Co. originated as the private Bank of D.O. Mills & Co. in 1850. Organizer Darius Ogden Mills was born in 
1825 in North Salem, New York and arrived in California in December, 1848 to seek his fortune in the gold rush. Mills soon found that banking, real 
estate and railroads were considerably more lucrative than panning for gold. By the mid-1860’s, he was wealthy enough to become one of the founders 
of San Francisco’s Bank of California, and later became a part owner in the Virginia & Truckee Railroad, the only rail link between the Comstock Lode 
and the Central Pacific Railroad. Mills retired from banking and returned to New York, where he developed a number of parcels in Manhattan, includ- 
ing Mills House Number 1 at 160 Bleecker Street. When Mills died in 1910, his estate was valued at more than 36 million dollars. His grandson, Ogden 
L. Mills, later served as a United States Representative and as Secretary of the Treasury under President Herbert Hoover from February of 1932 until 
March of 1933. 


Edgar Mills, who signed this note as the bank’s President, was the brother of D.O. Mills, and served as President of the bank from 1852 until his death 
in 1893. Edgar was a California pioneer who arrived in time to undertake the original survey of the Feather and Sacramento Rivers for General Sutter 
and Sam Brannan. His original career as a shopkeeper and outfitter was ended when his store was destroyed by fire in 1852, whereupon he relocated 
to Sacramento, where he joined his brother at the bank. When he died some forty years later he was living in an opulent mansion on California Street 
in San Francisco and was serving as President of the Eureka & Palisade Railroad in Nevada as well as having significant interests in several other 
western lines. 


Cashier Frank Miller was born in 1842 in Milwaukee, Wisconsin. He trained as a cryptographer and, after graduation from Yale University, joined the 
Union Army during the Civil War, where he was wounded during the Second Battle of Bull Run. Making his way to California, he became Cashier of the 
bank, continued in a successful banking career, and was later made a Trustee of Stanford University. 


The first printing of 5-5-5-5 Gold Bank Notes for this bank arrived at the Comptroller of the Currency’s office on August 6, 1872 and consisted of 500 
sheets bearing bank serials 1-500 and Treasury serials K333872 through K334371. The first of these notes were sent to the bank on August 12th, with the 
shipment containing the number 1 sheet from which this spectacular note was cut. Interestingly, both of these dates precede the plate date engraved on 
the note, which is August 15, 1872. This bank bears the only collectible private name title that can be found on any National Gold Bank Note. The only 
other Gold Bank with a private name title was the Kidder National Bank of Boston, but all of the notes printed for that institution were returned to the 
Treasury unissued when that bank liquidated. This note is one of only four extant serial number 1 National Gold Bank Notes from all of the Gold Banks 
combined. Two of that number, a $5 and a $10, come from this bank, and two, also a $5 and $10, come from the First National Gold Bank of Stockton. 
The other serial number 1 example from this bank is heavily impaired and has never been available to collectors and likely never will be, as it resides in 
an institutional holding of a foreign bank. The two Stockton notes are also well ensconced in major US holdings, with one having been acquired pri- 
vately after its last auction appearance nearly forty years ago and the second, which was discovered in 2014, having sold at auction for $339,300 two years 
ago. Although a side by side comparison is impossible, the example offered tonight is almost certainly the finest of the four, having long been listed in 
the census as About Uncirculated. While the note is indeed flawless for its grade, in a more restrained era PCGS has chosen to holder it with a grade of 
Extremely Fine 40, which many would call conservative. It is not only the finest known example for this Friedberg number, it is the finest known of any 
National Gold Bank Note outside of those from San Francisco.

Original embossing of the serial numbers, seal, and even the fine lines in Madison’s jacket can be seen in the open spaces on back. The paper is the 
vibrant white, that was used for a short time on Series 1928 and 1929 notes. Four healthy margins frame the deeply printed design that is complemented 
by a pine-green overprint. The minor bend in the body of the note is so faint it is difficult to see through the holder. With a stunning appearance for the 
grade, one would be hard pressed to find a finer example any time soon. In fact, we see no record of any third party graded examples being offered at 
auction. In 2013, a couple of Boston 58PPQs sold, including one in our Central States Auction for $176,250. A realization in that neighborhood is again a 
possibility with the surge in interest in $5,000 and $10,000 notes over the past few years.

23226 ‘Trenton, IL- David Beardsley & Co. 5¢ Dec. 12, 1862 

An extremely rare note from southwestern Illinois, this 5¢ is rather plain 
but fully issued and intact. Very Good with a small clipped lower left cor- 
ner tip and mounting paper fragments on the back. (400-450)

23227 Vermont, IL- Ross & Mershon 25¢ 

The partnership appears to have been in the dry goods business. This 
black and white remainder, intended for issue circa 1862-63, depicts 
Minerva holding a shield and American flag as well as a woman feeding a 
horse.

23228 Vermont, IL- Ross & Mershon 50¢ 

Issued by a dry goods partnership in the west central Illinois hamlet 
of Vermont, this remainder, intended for use circa 1862-63, features 
vignettes of an eagle and Ceres and grades Uncirculated. (250-300)

23229 Connersville, IN- Savings Bank of Indiana $1 Remainder G2a 
Wolka 139-1 

While the Savings Bank of Indiana was a state-chartered Free Bank, there 
is something not quite right with this $1. The Auditor of State’s die does 
not appear on the note nor are there provisions for signatures of respon- 
sible state officials. Your cataloger believes that this note was part of a 
fraudulent attempt to confuse these notes with those of the Free Bank. 
That being said, this is an attractive note with great coin vignettes on 
both the face and back. Another plus is that PMG grades this note Superb 
Gem Uncirculated 67 EPQ. (400-500)

23230 Connersville, IN- White Water Valley Canal Company $5 June 
1, 1843 Wolka 140-3 

The White Water Valley Canal, one of the state’s internal improvement 
projec ts, was negatively impacted by the Panic of 1837. In 1842 construc- 
tion resumed and was finally completed in 1847, just in time for severe 
flooding to damage a key stretch of the canal which ultimately led to its 
permanent closure. The company was forced into foreclosure proceedings 
in 1855. This note features a great canal scene, ironically including a train, 
the canal’s biggest threat and grades Fine-Very Fine with a spot of stamp 
hinge residue on the back. (250-300) 


23231 La Porte, IN- La Porte & Plymouth Plank Road Company $1 
June 3, 1857 Wolka 386-1 

One of a number of plank roads authorized by the state in 1850, this com- 
pany was to construct a wooden plank road from La Porte to Plymouth, 
IN, a distance of some 35 miles. Due to high maintenance costs and com- 
petition from other forms of transportation, the company was in business 
for only a short period of time from about 1853-57. PCGS grades this $1 
Superb Gem New 67PPQ. (300-325)

23232 Lexington, IN- Indiana Manufacturing Company $3 May 15, 
1815 G12 Wolka 422-2 

The Indiana Manufacturing Company was one of the first frauds in the 
territory. It is the only issuer in the state whose notes clearly indicated 
that the area was the “Indiana Territory.” this $3 is in Uncirculated con- 
dition and is perfect for any territories collection. (300-350)

23233 Perrysville, IN- Perrysville Canal Lock Compy. $1 Apr. 5, 1854 
Wolka 651-1 

Located strategically along the last section of the Wabash and Erie Canal 
to be completed, this specialty manufacturing company provided some 
of the locks and associated equipment needed for the canal. Ironically, by 
the time this note was issued in 1854, the canal was already in decline due 
to competition from railroads and natural disasters that caused mainte- 
nance expenditures to skyrocket. This is the first circulated note we have 
offered from this issuer, with the only previous offering being a two sub- 
ject proof sheet. Serious Indiana collectors understand that there will be 
very few opportunities to obtain anything from this concern. Featuring 
a large canal scene accompanied by a vignette of Ceres and portrait of 
Washington as well as, ironically, a small train vignette, this fully issued 
note grades Very Good-Fine with no repairs or meaningful condition 
issues.

23236 Terre Haute, IN- City of Terre Haute $2 Jan. 1, 1855 Wolka 
796-2 

The companion denomination to the $1 in this auction, the $2 features an 
angel blowing a trumpet by a globe and Ceres. This municipal issue was 
secured by real estate. This example grades Fine with some very minor 
edge irregularities on the bottom margin. Still a bright and attractive 
Ormsby product. (300-500)

23237 Terre Haute, IN- City of Terre Haute $5 Dec. 20, 1873 Wolka 
796-4 

The city issued this series of notes undoubtedly as a result of the Panic 
of 1873. This $5 portrays what appears to be a large municipal building

the 1855 series, this issue is more colorful with a large orange 5 protector 
and an elaborate green back. Very Fine-Extremely Fine with mounting 
remnants on the back, a small missing corner tip, and a trimmed in right 
margin.

23238 Terre Haute, IN- Prairie City Bank $1 G2a Wolka 799-1 

The Prairie City Bank was a state-chartered Free Bank that opened in 
1852 and remained in business until 1864 when it voluntarily liquidated 
and continued on as a private institution. There was $62 in outstanding 
circulation in 1875. This remainder has a great train vignette and grades 
Very Fine. The names filled in appear to be fictitious. (275-325) 


23239 ‘Terre Haute, IN- Prairie City Bank $3 G6 Wolka 799-3 
Prosperity, Commerce, and Justice appear in the central vignette of this 
seldom seen $3 remainder on this Free Bank that closed in 1864. Very 
Fine-Extremely Fine. (300-400)

23240 Terre Haute, IN- Shannon’s Bank 10¢ Mar. 1, 1863 Wolka 800-1 

Patrick Shannon was a private banker who was a partner of another Terre

23243 Terre Haute, IN- Southern Bank of Indiana $5 G6 Wolka 
801-4 Proof 

Terre Haute, IN- Southern Bank of Indiana $135 Check June 15, 1863 
The Southern Bank of Indiana opened as a state-chartered Free Bank in 
1852 and remained in business until it became the First National Bank 
of Terre Haute in August, 1863. All state bank circulation had been 
redeemed by 1874 according to state records. This attractive proof fea- 
tures a portrait of Daniel Webster and two Indians seated by an impossi- 
bly large numeral 5. The proof grades Uncirculated with what appears to 
be a small sealed tear or perhaps a paper pinch between the second POC 
and the bottom margin. The check was written just months before the 
bank converted to national bank status and has the requisite blue adhe- 
sive Bank Check tax stamp. It is printed on bright white paper and has the 
usual cut cancels and endorsement.

Once 
open it did not stay open for long, closing in 1855, along with most of the 
state’s other newly minted Free Banks. In the meantime the state decided 
to make use of the plate, officially altering it for a bank of the same name 
in Indianapolis in 1853 and Nashville (IN) in 1854. Not surprisingly per- 
haps, all three banks were but distant memories by 1857. This is the first 
time we have offered any notes from any of the three banks.

23247 Terre Haute, IN- Traders Bank $2 Dec. 1, 1852 Wolka 804-2 
Although notes are dated December 1, 1852, this bank did not open until 
1854. The state later had the plates used for this bank modified for use by 
banks of the exact same name in Indianapolis and Nashville, IN. Very 
Good with a spindle hole cancel. (250-350) 


23248 Terre Haute, IN- Watson & Shannon $1 Jan. 1, 1856 Wolka 
806-1 

John H. Watson had been a private banker and exchange broker in Terre 
Haute since at least the 1840s. He took on Patrick Shannon as a partner in 
1854 and maintained the partnership until his retirement in 1860. Watson 
passed away on June 23, 1861. This note has seen circulation but has 
escaped without sustaining any significant damage or repairs. (275-375)

three branches in Brookville, Corydon, and Vevay frequently appear on 
the market, large denominations do not. $10s and $20s are scarce while 
$50s and $100s are downright rare. PCGS grades this $100 Apparent 
Very Fine 20 due to a few small edge tears as well two small areas of 
mounting residue staining. (300-375)

Oakes 5-4

(500-600)

23251 Ft. Leavenworth, KS- Merchants Bank $2 Aug. 21, 1854 G2 
Whitfield Q130 

A pure fraud, this bank was never organized or opened. That did not stop 
the “officers” from putting out large amounts of this bank’s circulation 
in the East, far away from Kansas. The results, of course, are predictable. 
As an aside, the bank’s founder went to prison some years later in New 
Hampshire after being convicted of arson. PCGS Choice About New 
58PPQ. (250-300) 


23252 Ft. Leavenworth, KS- Drovers Bank $1 July 1, 1856 G2a 
Whitfield 115 

During this time period, Leavenworth had transformed itself from a 
military post to a city. This variety reflects the former situation although 
“Ft.” has been crossed out, reflecting the latter situation. The bank was 
never fully organized and many notes were turned into advertising pieces. 
PCGS grades this example Choice About New 55PPQ. (300-450)

23253 Lawrence, KS- Bank of Wm. H.R. Lykins $2 Whitfield 228 
Operating under this name from early 1861 until it finally failed in 1868, 
the bank survived the Civil War and a robbery and destruction of its 
building during Quantrill’s raid on Lawrence in 1863. This Very Fine- 
Extremely Fine $2 remainder features an Indian seated by flags, an eagle 
and shield, and Washington on horseback along with a green TWO pro- 
tector. (300-600)

23254 Leavenworth City, KS- Drovers Bank $1 July 1, 1856 Gl4a 
Whitfield 118 

Intended for issue by another of W.L. Ormsby’s more “speculative” bank 
customers who had intentions of opening banks in Kansas and Utah. The 
banks were never completely organized and notes such as this one often 
ended up as advertising pieces for enterprising merchants. PCGS grades 
this example Apparent Very Fine 25 due to small edge splits which 
appear at the top and bottom of the center fold. (250-300) 


23255 Topeka, KS- Union Military Scrip $5 June 1, 1867 
Whitfield 422 

The state authorized this scrip to pay for claims arising out of Indian 
attacks and a Confederate raid through Kansas, both of which occurred 
in 1864. The federal government reimbursed some $337,000 to the state in 
1872 and these funds were used to pay off Military Scrip on a first come- 
first served basis. As a result many legitimate claims went unpaid for 
some time. This example, on which the vignette Cavalry Trooper appears, 
grades PCGS Apparent Choice About New 58 due to punch cancels and 
staple holes in the left margin. (300-325)

23256 Topeka, KS- Union Military Scrip $50 June 1, 1867 
Whitfield 425 

Issued to pay claims from Indian and Confederate raids in 1864, these 
notes were not all immediately redeemed.

23264 Maysville, KY- Mullins & Hunt at Farmers Bank of Kentucky 
5¢ Hughes 592 

Appearing as the plate note in the Hughes Kentucky catalog, this attrac- 
tive green remainder dates to 1862-64 and grades Uncirculated with faint 
adhesive stains on the back that have not led to any deterioration of the 
paper. Rare and never before offered by us. (250-300) 


23265 Newport, KY- Newport Bank 25¢ Oct. 14, 1818 

None of the standard references list this denomination for this early bank 
that was chartered in 1818. This example grades Very Good with the usu- 
ally expected minor edge nicks, chips, and foldovers. When might you see 
another?

23266 Nicholasville, KY- S. Noland & Son 5¢ Dec. 15, 1862 
Hughes UNL 

This note was issued some eight weeks after the final Confederate with- 
drawal from Lexington on October 8, 1862. Noland was probably wise to 
make his scrip redeemable in “current funds” whatever those might turn 
out to be. This denomination was unknown to Hughes and is of an earlier 
date than that listed. As an extra bonus, the town name is misspelled on 
this note.

23267 Paris, KY- Trustees of Paris 6-1/4¢ Mar. 1, 1822 Hughes 687 
Serving as the plate note in the Hughes Kentucky catalog, this small 
municipal scrip issue was payable at the Paris Branch of the so-called 
“Old” Bank of Kentucky (1806-1822). It grades Very Good with a tiny pin 
or body hole below the date. Excessively rare and not previously offered 
by us. (300-325)

This 
is only the third example that we have offered and is in the best condition 
by several grades.

Many $10 notes from 
Louisiana incorporated DIX, the French word for TEN, as part of their 
designs. Nonetheless this very attractive red and black National Bank 
Note Co. product remains very popular with collectors PMG grades this 
remainder Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ. (500-700)

23275 New Orleans, LA- Citizens’ Bank of Louisiana Counterfeit $10 
Aug. 15, 1859 

A scarce counterfeit on a common bank. We have only offered this sel- 
dom seen contemporary counterfeit on a handful of occasions. While not 
the best counterfeit your cataloger has ever seen, it obviously fooled some 
as is testified to by its obvious circulation. The note grades Very Good 
with no significant distractions or problems aside from a few margin div- 
ots and foldovers. (275-325) 


23276 New Orleans, LA- James Cosgrove at Mechanics and Traders 
Bank $2.50 Jan.(?) 31, 1862 

Cosgrove was a saddler doing business at 5 St. Charles Street in New 
Orleans and sold leather goods to the Confederate Army. He and many 
other merchants in New Orleans issued so-called “small notes” in the 
months leading up to the fall of New Orleans to a Union naval task 
force at the end of April 1862. Cosgrove’s notes were redeemable at the 
Mechanics’ and Traders’ Bank, rather than directly, when presented in 
sums of $20 (note that this was changed from $10 on this note.) This 
example is in pleasant Fine condition with Cosgrove’s validation stamp 
on the back. (350-400)

23277 New Orleans, LA- Louis Hubert / Confederate States Bakery $1 
Although undated, this note was likely issued in early 1862 before New 
Orleans fell to a Union naval expeditionary force at the end of April. Both 
the City and occupation authorities made a concerted effort to take scrip 
notes like this out of circulation. Most New Orleans scrip notes, includ- 
ing this example, are accordingly very scarce to downright rare. This 
example is also notable due to its Choice New 63 condition as determined 
by PCGS.

23279 Plaquemine, LA- Parish of Iberville 25¢ Jan. 20, 1862 

Two small steamboats comprise the vignettes on this parish note issued 
in Plaquemine, a town in the plantation region near Baton Rouge. PCGS 
grades this example Choice About New 55. The back/face orientation, 
which would often be considered inverted and an error, is normal for this 
issue. (200-300) 


23280 Ponchatoula, LA- Corporation of Ponchatoula $1 Dec. 12, 
1861 

Issued at the end of 1861, the slogan on the ribbon in the vignette on this 
note seems rather unusual: “Union and Confidence.” The note itself is 
in pleasant Very Fine condition without any condition distractions or 
repairs. We last sold this note in our 2013 CSNS Signature Auction where 
it brought $558. (600-700)

23281 Shreveport, LA- State of Louisiana 50¢ Mar. 1, 1864 Cr. 21D 
Printed on the backs of Insurance Bank of W.B. Partee & Co. New
